*  Exercises  in  Composition  are  required  every 
two  weeks  during  the  course. 

The  Junior  and  Senior  Classes  attend  a  reg- 
ular course  of  Lectures  on  Chemistry  and  Na- 
tural Philosophy.  An  extensive  and  suitable 
apparatus  affords  the  very  best  facilities  for  ob- 
taining a  thorough  acquaintance  with  these  im- 
portant branches  of  Science,  so  necessary  to  a 
complete  education. 

In  addition  to  the  Library  belonging  to  the 
Listitution,  that  of  the  Principal  consisting  of 

an  extensive  and  well  selected  collection  of  lit- 
erary, religious  and  scientific  works,  is  accessi- 
ble to  the  students. 

All  books  used  in  the  Institution  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Principal. 

The  Scholastic  year  commences  on  the  first 
day  of  August,  and  terminates  the  last  Thurs- 
day in  May.     It  is  divided  into  two  sessions 
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of  five  months  each,  with  a  recess  of  a  few 
days  only  at  Christmas. 

Pupils  will  be  received  at  any  time  during 
the  session,  and  charged  from  the  time  of  their 
reception.  But  it  is  very  desirable  that  they 
should  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  session, 
so  that  they  may  take  their  places  in  the  regu- 
lar Classes, 

There  will  be  an  examination  of  the  pupils 
at  the  close  of  each  year,  to  which  parents, 
guardians  and  friends  are  invited. 

To  those  3^oung  ladies  who  have  spent  at 
least  one  year  in  the  Institution,  finished  the 
regular  course,  and  stood  the  usual  examina- 
tions, a  Diploma  will  be  awarded. 

Regular  quarterly  reports  of  Scholarship  and 
Deportment  will  be  sent  to  Parents  and  Guar- 
dians.

The  course  of  study  is  designed  to  be  thorough 
and  systematic,  tending  to  render  the  pupils 
clear  thinkers  and  practical  scholars.  Great 
prominence  is  given  to  the  solid  branches. — 
Every  effort  is  made  to  improve  the  manners, 
to  cultivate  the  social  affections,  and  develope 
the  moral  feelings.  A  conscientious  regard  to 
right  is  cherished  in  the  minds  of  the  pupils — 
each  one  reporting  daily  her  own  violations,  if 
any,  of  the  rules.  Pupils  are  not  watclied,  but 
sufficiently  guarded  for  the  detection  of  errors 
in  conduct.  It  is  designed  to  combine  in 
Edgeworth,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  advan- 
tages both  of  a  home  and  school  education  ; 
and  to  make  it  an  institution  where  parents 
and  guardians  may  rest  assured  their  children 
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and  wards  will  receive  every  attention  that 
will  render  their  connection  with  the  school 
pleasant  and  profitable.  The  government  is 
parental,  and  only  such  rules  are  adopted  as 
are  necessary  to  cherish  in  the  pupils  those 
habits  of  order,  regularity  and  industry  which 
tend  to  promote  our  comfort  as  a  family. 

The  Principal  regards  himself  as  having 
been  peculiarly  fortunate  in  securing  the  servi- 
ces of  teachers  of  acknowledged   ability  and 

S>  fidelity  in  their  various  departments.  The 
Musical  department  is  under  the  direction  of 

\  Prof  Schneider,  whose  acquirements  and  skill 
as  an  instructor,  have  been  so  thoroughly  test- 
ed, that  he  is  believed  to  have  no  superior. 

Pupils  are  not  allowed  to  make  store  ac- 
counts without  previous  permission  from  their 
parents  or  guardians.  Where  it  is  impractica- 
ble for  them  to  draw  their  supplies  from  home, 
experience  has  shown  that  it  would  be  better  to 
make  a  deposit  with  the  Principal  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

The  Proprietor,  Gov.  Morehead,  is  now  en- 
gaged in  erecting  a  large  addition  to  the  pres- 
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ent  buildings^  which  the  increasing  prosperity 
of  the  School  requires,  and  which  when  com- 
pleted, will  afford  the  most  ample  accommoda- 
tions. Each  dormitory  will  be  large  enough  to 
accommodate  four  pupils  :  they  will  be  tho- 
roughly ventilated,  and  heated  with  hot  air 
flues. 

To  persons  residing  at  a  distance,  it  may  be 
proper  to  state,  that  Greensboro'  is  eminently 
healthy,  and  the  spacious  grounds  attached  to 
Edgeworth  afford  abundant  opportunity  for  ex- 
ercise in  the  open  air.  A  certain  amount  of 
exercise  is  daily  required.  The  attention  paid  i 
to  physical  education  and  the  salubrity  of  the 
climate  is  best  attested  by  the  fact,  that  of  the 
sixty-eight  pupils  boarding  in  the  Institution, 
not  one  has  lost  a  week  from  indisposition  or  re- 
quired medical  attention  during  the  entire  year. 
The  community  are  distinguished  for  their  in- 
telligence, morality  and  regard  for  religious 
character. 

It  is  required  that  each  pupil  have  her  clothes 
distinctly  marked  with  her  name  in  full,  and 
that  she  be  provided  with  towels,  umbrella  and 
over-shoes. 
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Bills  are  presented  for  settlement  at  the  end 
of  each  session. 
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
